AN ABSURD NOTION. 

The notion that after enlistment the Council 
could still regard plaintiffs as employés to 
whom wages could be legally due was absurd, 
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nd 1t was precisely because the notion— 
vhile induced by patriotic motives—was quite 
erroneous that the Local Government (Emer- 
gency Provisions) Act, 1916, was passed. 
When the plaintiffs joined the forces their 
ontract was over and done with. The new 

ntract, under which, on their joining the 
orces, certain payments were to be made to 

eir wives or other dependents, could not 
sibly be regarded as a new contract of 
What had to be decided was the 
meaning of the words used in the contract, 
and what the defendants promised to pay. — 

It did not seem to him to make any dif. 
ference whether or not wages in the strict 
sense could be payable to the employé after 
enlistment if it appeared that the contract 
was framed on the assumption that, notwith- 
standing enlistment, the employé remained in 
the defendants’ services, 

If the point of view adopted in the contract 
was that the employé did not merely continue 
in the employment generally, but also re- 
tained his position therein, then a contract 
to pay him half wages, or to pay his wife 
half his wages—in which latter case one 
necessarily lost the assistance of the implica- 
tion in the expression, ‘‘ half wages,” as 
contrasted with ‘“‘half his wages ”’—might 
be presumed to mean that what was to be 
paid was half the wages for the time bein 
payable in respect of employment in that posi- 
lion. But if the point of view was merely 
that of retention in the employment gene 
rally, avhile the employé was not performing 
any active duties. there did not seem to be 
any reason why the rate of wages should not 
he taken as stereotyped as’at the time of 
ceasing active duties, except, perhaps, to the 
extent to which the wages might be subject 
to automatic increases in accordanee with 
the terms of contract of service assumed to 
be subsisting. 

“WAGES ” AND “ BONUS,” 

It was obvious that the plaintiffs, on any 
possible interpretation of the language of the 
contract, could not succeed in their conten- 
tion that the “* hushand’s wages” included 
bonus additions, unless it was clear that the 
bonus, as actually paid to the employés who 
continued legally in the service of the defen- 
constituted part of the wages.

ALLIANCE:

T is a common error to suppose that 
success must immediately attend on 
genius or extraordinary virtue. As a 
matter of experience, failure quite as 
remarkable seems to be, in the majority 
of such cases, the first of all 
Perhaps, this circumstance has had some- 
thin: to do with the production in our 
character of that trait which makes us 
unable to appreciate with proper justice 
the crandeur or heroism of a man who 
belongs to our own times. The trait has 
often been commented on, and almost as 
often derided, yet it exists in most 
—probably all—ot us. Contemporaries 
are too near the incidents to do otherwise 
than judge them according to their first 
appearances, too affected by favour 
towards or hostility against the persons 
of our day to assign them their just 
awards. If there should at any time 
stand forth a man of an unique career, 
in which are mingled together success and 
failure, each spectacular in magnitude, 
it appears certain that the relative values 
of these and of the man himself can alone 
be correctly appraised by some later 
generation. 

A remarkable instance is afforded by 
the brief ‘‘ Life of Cardinal Wolsey,”’ 
written by his gentleman-usher, William 
Cavendish, of which the opening words 
chow that Cavendish—no less indeed, than 
his contetaporaries—believed that Wolsey’s 
life work had ended in complete failure: 
“Who pleaseth to read this history 
ndvisedly may well. perceive the mutability 
of honour, the totteringystate of earthly 
dienity. the deceit of flattering friends, 
and the instability of princes’ favours. 
Cardinal having experience 

witness his fleeting from 
honour, the: loss of friends, riches, 
diznities, being forgotten of his prince. 
whilst fortune smiled ; having satiety of all 
these, and she, bending her brow, deprived 
him of all terrestrial joys, who hy 
twenty vears’ study and pains had 
obtained so great wealth and dignity and 
in less than one vear lost all. And thus 
was his lonour laid in the dust.” Jt is 
true that -all that concerned the Cardinal’s 
yerson:nl ambitions, hopes and yearnings 
had met with ruin. Yet the greater things— 
the measures he took for the advance- 
ment of his country’s peace, prosperity, 
and security at home, the prestige of 
his fatherland abroad, raised by his 
haughty masterfulness towards foreign 
princes and their ministers ; the conmmand- 
ing position in European affairs which he 
eave to England by his diplomatic 
labours—did not encounter the lke ill- 
fortune. His best work outlived him and 
bore fruit.

. PREPARING FOR WAR. 


In 1509, when Wolsey’s name first 
occurs in the State Papers, he is discovered 
eccupied in helping to prepare the people 
for war. The war (against France) came 
in 1513, but produced little good for 
England. Wolsey’s work had, however, 
shown its quality. Largely through his 
efforts, there had come into being an 
English Army, formed upon a plan which 
led to the genesis-of a national fightin= 
force, as distinct from the feudal 
assemblies of earlier times, and an 
English Navy, embryonic no doubt, hut 
full of potentialities. “The tiny fleet shit 
sailed against France in 1513, undar Sir 
Edward Howard, opened the glorious 
history of the British Navy." 

After the war, he aided his 

requiting his late ellies, Ferdinara of 
Aragon and the Emperor, for their 
treachery. Henry had trusted them wiih 
youthful confidence, only to meet with a 
callous duplicity which gave him an 
impression from which he never efter- 
vards recovered.. By secret negotiations, 
carried on bv Wolsev with the French 
(‘ourt, a marriage was arranged between 
Mary, Henry’s sister, and King Louis 
NII. The effect of this pact was 
immediate and powerful. Jt punished 
both Ferdinand and Maximilian, and it 
increased very considerably the strength 
and prestige of England. 
It was Wolsey’s first triumph. Clear in 
his political vision, he saw the course 
which was best for his native land, and 
heNjad the courage to pursue it—not that 
it won any glory for him, far from it. 
In spite of the material advantages it 
brought, the French alliance evoked no 
enthusiasm, no cordiality, on the western 
side of the Channel. The spirit -of 
hostility to everything French remained 
just as forceful as ever. When, shortly 
afterwards, King Louis died, all the 
labours of Wolsey were undone. Henry 
returned to his earlier friendships, and 
now became a partner, with Ferdinand 
and Maximilian, in their tricky games 
against the new King of “France, 
Francis I. 


A PATRIOT. 


Wolsey, the instrument of the King’s 
machinations, has been charged with the 


entire blame of them: but we must be at} 


least just to him, however unpleasant we 
may find the perusal of his variations in 
policy .and frequent diplomatic double- 
dealings during the years 1514-1518. With 
unwavering consisteucy he at all times 
put his Kine’s commands above every- 
thing else, even above prudence and 
honour. Wolsey was, in truth, a patriot. 
He loved England, and yearned to make 
her the first countrv of Europe. There 
was then no voice of the people to hear, 
no public opinion to consuit. For him the 
King and the fatherland were identical. 
Vresent-day critics may censure him for 
many of his diplomatic operations. His 
contemporaries did that, too: but, in 
strict fairness, it must be pointed out that 
he followed the only read which was then 
open to an English patriot. 

Probably Wolsey himself experienced 
a sentiment .of genuine pleasure when, 
for the second occasion. he gained his 
King’s approval of a closer connection 
with France. Quietly, secretly, and not 
without the exercise of some adroitness, 
he effected the necessary preparations. At 
length, on the 2nd October, 1518, a treaty 
was signed in London between England 
and France which professed to include the 
Empire, Spain and the Papacy. Contem- 
porary opinion esteemed this treaty a 
creat trivmph for Wolsey. The Venetian 
envoy, that gossiping despatch-writer, 
expressed his mind freely on its value. 
and Bishop Fox wrote on the 30th 
October: “It is the best deed ever done for 
England ; and next to the King, the praise 
of it is due to Wolsey.” Fox was right: 
for by it Henry had been raised to a more 
commanding place in European affairs 
than any King of England before him. 

One would have thought that England 
and England’s 'King. would have shown 
themselves shrewd enough to observe how 
advantageous to'them was the great peace 
thus concladed with France; but, un- 
questionably, the unpopularity of the 
French nation was deeply rooted in ‘the 
minds of the English. It continnally 
reappeared and exercised a disturbing 
infinence on all Wolsey’s best work. 
Henry was willing enough to enjoy thie 
benetits derived from peaceable relstiors« 
with King Francis and the French, but 
he entertained no genuine sentimenis of 
amity towards them. He kept all his 
sincerity for the alliance with Charles of 
Spain, his wife’s nephew, who had become 
Fnrperor on the death of Mavimilian 
(3519). Yet it is extremely Jonlgful if

Yet, to 
my mind, this latter circumstance seems 
capable of explanation. He too 


many enemies, ever on the alert for a 
slip of tongue or pen, for him, at this’ 


juncture, to have uttered a word to a 
supposed friend, or to have left a sentence 
in his letters, such as might have exhibited 
a serious divergence from the expressed 
wishes of his royal master.. At this point 
of time, that master was himself 
altogether under the sway of the anti- 
French elements in England and the 
imperialist influences at the Court 


THE FRENCH FACTOR. 


One notable fact will always afford good 
ground for suspecting that the incon- 
sistencies of Wolsey’s diplomacy, during 
this part of his career, so discreditable 
to his.genius, and so hard to explain, 
proceeded from the introduction, into his 
foreign political labours and aims, of 
designs of an entirely different character. 
That fact is the unshaken confidence and 
friendliness of King Francis towards him, 
even during and after the shameful 
duplicity of 1521. Anyone who will take 
the trouble of consulting such a contem- 
poraneous record as the Journal de Jean 
Barrillon, published by M. de Vaissiere 
in 1899, can hardly fail to be struck with 
the French King’s trust in the Cardinal. 
Francis, no doubt, realised that Wolsey 
would always be found true to his father- 
Jand and would always seek the means 
most likely, in his estimation, to exalt 
Enzland; but. be appears also to have 
known that the Cardinal recognised, as 
no other important Englishman then did, 
that the surest method of exalting 
Iengland, so far as foreign relations could 
effect it, consisted in an enduring alliance 
of friendship with France. 

Every alliance that England had made 
with the Empire, during the early years 
of the sixteenth century, had brought her 
nothing but loss. So it was in regard to 
the war that. began in 1523. Charles alone 
derived advantage from it. England, 
nearly as impoverished as France, was 
“voaning beneath the weight of taxation. 
Yet, when the lucky accident of Pavia 
(1525) put King Francis as a captive into 
the Emperor’s hands, and the latter thus 
had the power, if he also had the will, to 
aid his English ally and uncle to realise 
some of his ambitions. Charles yearned 
after a peace that would suit himself and 
an profitable matrimonial alliance with 
Portugal. It was quite obvious that he 
was the grandson of Maximilian anil 
Ferdinand. 


INTERCEPTING CORRESPONDENCE, 


Wolsey had never trusted Charles; he 
was less inclined to trust him now. By 
the older historians Wolsey’s dislike for 
the Emperor has been attributed to dis- 
appointment over the Papal election 
which followed the death of Pope Leo X. 
It is true that the adroitness of Charles 
—who, having promised his aid to the 
English Cardinal in obtaining the tiara, 
made elaborate arrangements to render 
that aid ineffective—might very well have 
aroused the displeasure of Wolsey, and 
probably did. Nevertheless the Cardinal 
probably knew that he had, in any case, 
very little chance of election, since 
Englishmen, and he himself especially, 
were not popular in Rome at that period, 
hecausé of their patriotism. It is, more- 
over, true that after Adrian and Clement 
had been successively elected, Wolsey 
evineed towards them nothing but the 
sincerest tokens of a warm personal regard. 

lt was now essential to the re- 
establishing of his favourite plan of a 


| strong pact with France, that he should 


thoroughly convince his royal master of 
the Emperor’s treacherous disposition. To 
this end Wolsey adopted the desperate 
expedient of intercepting the corre- 
spondence which passed between Charles 
and one of his Spanish ambassadors. The 
hostility, reciprocated equally by the 
Cardinal end the Emperor,. forthwith 
became manifest to all men; but Wolsey 
did not care—he had at last succeeded in 
winning the full support of his King. 
On the 30th April, 1527, Henry signed, 
at Westminster, a treaty of peace between 
Kngland and France. One article of this 
treaty will ever command attention, on 
account of the events which issued from 
it. It is the one that provided that the 
Lady Mary, Henry’s daughter, should 
marry either Francis himself or his second 
son, Henry, Duke of Orleans. 


WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 


Tor the third and last time Wolsey’s 
policy had achieved a signal triumph. 
He had done what he considered the best 
for his country’s interests. So fiercely, 
however, were his compatriots opposed to 
this wew French alliance that the 
Cardinal, for a while feared that his life 
was imperilled. National prejudices die 
hard, no doubt; but it is only proper to 
add that there was now present some- 
thing more than prejudice to awaken the 
bitter resentment of Englishmen. If the 
Lady Mary married a French prince 
closely related to the French Crown, there 
was a danger, real enough to have 
furnished matter for grave consideration, 
that, in the event of her succeeding to her 
father’s throne, England might -ultimatety 
become a mere province of France. The 
prospect was too appalling for a patriotic 
Englishman to contemplate, even as a 
remote possibility, with calmness of min‘. 
Wolsey, however, if a contemporary report 
be authentic—it wears the appearance of 
being so—had already foreseen the peril, 
and was engaged in devising a scheme by 
which a more acceptable provision for the 
succession might be made.

Dublin's New Bridge. . . '

compensate for its disadvantages, It is

Christmas preparations 
in Germany are, perhaps, more solemn 
than in any other country. This is 
specially true of preparations for the 
Christmas tree. Christmas in Germany 
on this account is almost a national feast. 
But with St. Nicholas there is always the 
element of a joke. 

He suddenly appears with the 
‘“‘Krampus’’ in the class-room. People 
are taken by surprise ; shouts and laughter 
follow, heightened by the efforts of the 
“Krampus,’’ who ferrets out evil-doers. 
Hie pokes them out from the benches and 
chases them hither and thither. 

St. Nicholas. brings special cakes and 
sweets for his festival, and the shops in 
Germany and Austria exhibit these at 
“ Nicholo,’’ as well as ficures, large and 
small, of the black ‘‘ Krampus’”’ with his 
broom. 


Vicus Piscatorius. 


How many Dubliners passing through 
Fishamble street are aware of their great 
historic surroundings? Records from the 
reign of Richard II. refer to Vicus 
Piscatorius in parochia Sancti Johanni, 
and there is preserved in Trinity College 
library a document relating to it dating 
back to 1249. ‘‘Fish street’’ or “St. 
John ‘street a/tas Fish-shambles street, 
before the thoroughfare was made from 
Cork hill to Christchurch place, extended 
from Castle street, at the corner of which 
Dublin’s first Lord Mayor had his “‘ ornate 
and commodius’”’ official residence, to the 
Liffey, and at this end stood the castle of 
the Fyans—a family that gave three 
marors to the city in the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries. The first General 
Post Office. was established in the street 
in pre-Cromwellian times, and amongst 
the many notabilities who were housed 
in the vicinity were: Christopher Usher, 
Ulster King at Arms; Sir Francis 
Aunesly, the second created Irish baronet, 
and a host of high officials and others 
whose national fame is alive to-day. At 
No. 3. Francis Higgins, known as the 
‘“Sham Sauire,”’ made his dfbut as 
‘‘quart-boy ’’ to the, then, proprietor, 
one John Smith, grandfather of the poet 
Jaines Clarence Mangan, who was born 
in the house in 1803. 


Che Messiah. 


The Fishamble street theatre was 
erected by the Bull's Head Musical 
Society in 1741; the orchestra under the 
leadership of Lord Mornington, was 
mostiy composed of titled people. Here 
in the same year, “Mr, Handel’s new 
Grand Oratorio, called the ‘ Messiah,’ ”’ 
was played on the organ by Handel. In 1780 
the first Irish State lottery was drawn in 
the theatre. The street contained also, 
St. John’s parish church, founded in the 
twelfth century, and demolished in 1885, 
to which St. Tulloch’s or St. Olave’s, had 
been united in the sixteenth century. Its 
parochial registers, which, I understand, 
are in perfect preservation, are the oldest 
in }ublin—if not in Ireland.

Music expressing and con- 
veying a.sense of horror was to be expected 
in an interpretation of Poe’s tale; Put this 
was not music, and it was so extravagantly 
unmusical that it did not arouse a sense of 
horror or any sense but that of revolt against 
an ugly infliction on our ears. The composer 
could have won an artistic triamph by 
realising Poe's tale in music, but this was a 
shrieking failure. 

The next performance also was distressing. 
though not in the same way. Mr. Arnold 
Bax has written much _highly-stimulating 
music, and there is nothing very disturbing 
in his eeere. : The trouble with his 
Fantasy Sonata for Harp and Viola consists, 
I think, in the choice of instruments. Both 
harp and viola are tiring instruments to 
ijsten fo as uhcovered solo instruments. Many 
who listened to the recitals by Mr. Lionel 
Tertis must have felt that with regard to the 
viola, despite the ingenuity with which 
that eminent player arranged his programmes.

‘* MOON OF ISRAEL '' AT THE 
GRAFTON PICTURE HOUSE.

ANNUAL DINNER IN DUBLIN. 


The educational advantages of Belvedere 
College were referred to at the annual dinner 
of the College Union in the Metropole 
Restaurant, Dublin, last night. Judge St. L. 
Devitt presided. 

Mr. J..J. MeDonald, solicitor, proposing 
toast of the Belvedere College Union, 
aid that members of the Union included 
many distinguished people, distinguished not 
only in the learned professions, but in com- 
merce and in sport, and who reflected credit 
on the training that they got in the college. 
Belvedere had progressed by leaps and 
bounds, and was continuing to progress.

IRISH EXHIBITS, | 
There are few exhibits which directly 
concern Ireland, but a sign of the improved 
relations which now exist between Great 
Britain and Ireland is forthcoming in the 
displays of Irish seed potatoes, and the 
exhibit of a potato strayer from Wexford and 
a thistle cutter from Cork. Both machines, Í 
understand, are highly thought of in Britain. 
Of the seed potatoes, one which attracted 
considerable attention was Alannah from 
County Sligo. This is an immune second 
carly, the crop of which, all field-grown, 
yielded 18 tons 14 ewt. 2 qrs. per statute 
acre, against British. Queens yield of 14 tons 
7 cwt. It is of good size and very promising. 


DUBLIN DEPARTMENT'S DISPLAY 
On behalf of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Dublin, Mr. W. Davidson staged a very 
effective exhibit of seed potatées from 
Athlone and Donegal. It was easily the most 
outstanding exhibit of its kind. The seed 
from the bog in the néighbourhcod of Athlone 
comprised a number of early varieties, and 
for these an exceptionally keen demand was 
experienced. At this show in 1925 there were 
only six tons of Athlone seed sold, since 
then’ the trade has grown so much that 
buyers went to Athlone this year and had 
400 tons bought before the show. A _ brisk 
demand is expected for the remainder, but 
owing to the low prices which have been 
prevailing for ware, growers must be prepared 
to accept a reduced price for seed. 

The Donegal seed consists entirely of. main 
crop varieties, and for some of these, parti- 
cularly King Edward, Majestic and Up-to- 
Date, th@e has been a good demand, close 
on 400 toM%s having been sold already. These 
figures represent a portion of the export de- 
mand, and take no account of the home-grown 
seed now used exclusively in the country. 

The Irish Free State seed potatoes are sent 


with the district of origin and certified num- 
ber of grower clearly stamped on the front. 


NORTHERN IRELAND'S EXHIBIT. 
For the first. time at this show the Northern 
Ireland Ministry of Agriculture have an ex- 
hibition of seed potatoes from the Counties of 
Antrim and Londonderry, which are well 
adapted for this purpose, and have given good 
fesults in different parts of Great Britain. 
The chief varieties shown are May Queen, 
Duke of York, Beauty of Hebron, Great Scot, 
Arran Bagger, Majestic, King Edward, Field- 
Marshal, @p-to- Date, Arran Consul, Arran 
Chief, Arran Victory and Kerr’s Pink. Special 
prominence was given to Arran Banner, which 
resembles Great Scot. Northern Ireland has 
been a large exporter of ware potatoes, and 
during recent years has’ built up a trade in 
seed potatoes which is steadily improving.

The Lugano Conference, 
' The fifty-third meeting of the Council 
oft the League’ of Nations opened yester- 
day at Lugano.” Ordinarily the meeting 
would. have taken place at Geneva; but, 
ás the three chief members of the Council 
—Hetr Stresemann, M., Briand and Sir 
Auster’. Chamberlain—all have been 
seriqusly,, ij] and ‘still. are more or. less 
invalids, Lugano, with its milder climate, 
wos preferred.

Underground London. 

Yesterday the public was admitted to 
the latest wonder of London—the new 
underground station at Piccadilly Circus, 
There is no more thickly congested centre 
of. traffic in the British metropolis than 
the small triangle’in whieh Regent ‘sttect, 
Shaftesbury avenue, ‘Haymarket, and 
Piccadilly meet. Crowds swarming to the 
great restaurants and; theaties or pouring 
home from the fashionable . shopping 
quarters converge here, and scores.’ of 
uveat, double-decked: motor omibihuses 
hurry across the Circus every minute. 
Phe.‘ tube ” station is the chief junction 
in London’s underground railway ‘system. 
Thither train-loads of folk. from the 
extreme north und ‘the extreme west of 
London are carried by the tube line which 
ruins from Finsbury Park to Hammer: 
snúith ; and thither; too, travel thousands 
of people from Watefloo—the great traffic 
ganglion of the soyth' side of the Thames. 
The’ new station’ has: beén built on ‘such 
spacious lines that it is capable of serving 
a million passengers 4 week. .When work- 
ing» at full pressure, the “two “ tubes’”’ 
Which cross beneath. the Circus will “be 
used by 1,600 trains a day, arriving end 
departing in the busy hours at the rate of 
two. minute.-~ For four years~ past 
visitors to London have observed the 
operations at Piccadilly Circus with some 
curiosity. . New buildings have arisen at 
the chief corners of the converging high- 
ways—buildings of a .severe and. dignified

The revival in public. anxiety concerning 
the health of the King was manifest to-day 
by the gathering of a large crowd outside 
Buckingham Palace, and people waiting 
for hours in the bitterly cok] wind until 
the morning bulletin was posted. It was 
noted that the proportion of women in 
the gathering was more considerable than 
at any preyious time. When tbe bulletin 
was posted at 12.30 the great open space 
in front of the Palacé became packed with 
cars, which had been stopped so. that their 
occupants might read the latest news. It 
was several minutes before the police were 
able. to straighten out the tangled mass 
of traffic and secure its running again. 
After the issue of the bulletin many people 
gathered in small knots to discuss what 
they thought might be the purport of the 


report. 
Disquieting Signe. | 

The bulletin at first view did not appear 
to be very hopeful, but in medical circles 
it- was regarded as being rather reassuring, 
since a falling temperature is ‘exactly what, 
was hoped for, and until this begins to 
fall steadily from day to day anxiety must 
continue. The drop in the temperature 
means that the fever is abating, and con- 
sequently less strain will be thrown upon 
the. heart. . That a certain amount »f 
anxiety. is» justified is obvious, siuce. after 
an illness of three weeks, exhatistion is 
to be expected. At the same tinte it is 
thought that the natural reserves of the- 
body wre putting up a strong fight against 
the invading microbe. These reserves are 
being assisted in every possible way hy 
skilful treatment. nursing and rest, and 
of the three, undisturbed rest and sleep 
are now. of the greatest importance. To- 
night’s bulletin, with its reference to some

The Celtic. 


The news of: the accident to .the Celtic 
reached Londen about. midday, and for a 
time it was feared that it might be. more. 
serious than it was. It was recalled that 
the ship had an uniortunate experience 
at. this time last year, when, sailing from 
New’ York, she encountered very bad 
weather. She was struck by a tre- 
mendous sea, and no fewer than 
thirteen passengers were injured. In 
January,, : 1927, she - was” rammed 
while on her way from New York 
to Boston by the Anaconda and had two 
state rooms demolished. There were also 
two big holes in her port side above the 
water-line. In the circumstances, the 
Celtic has had her share of accidents. 
She was scheduled to make the Christmas 
trip of the White Star Line from Live}- 
pool.to New York.

The marine insurance market is, 
of course, heavily interested, the vessel s 
huli and: machinery beimg valued for in- 
surance purposes at £230,000, while it is 
probable that the bulk of the cargo was 
insured jn America, since she was east- 
ward bound. ' It is known that reinsur- 
ances of the cargo risks have been placed 
in London.

The anxiety mentioned in the morning 
bulletin. was to be gathered from the long 
consultation of the two doctors during the 
Morning. Sir Stanley Hewett, who re- 
mained in the Palace throughout the 
night, was joined by Lord Dawson of Penn 
soon. after 9.30, and their consultation 
lasted until after noon, when they left 
together.. They returned at 2.15. Similar 
calls have been made by Lord Dawson for 
the last five davs, and may now be taken 
as part-of the usual routine. The second 
consultation lasted rather more than half 
an hour, and the doctors found no change 
in the King’s condition. 
While it has become clear that there 
must; continue to be anxiety during the 
coming days, some reassurance was con- 
tained in the statement issued yesterday 
that the Queen has every hope of being 
able to fulfil her engagement to unveil 
to-morrow the memorial to men of the 
Mercantile Marine who died in the war.

Dining Hall: of Trinity College, 
Dublin, when Mr. Stephen Gwynn gave 
an address on Oliver Goldsmith in connec- 
tion with the bicentenary of Goldsmith 
and Burke, the celebration of which began 
yesterday. aoe cad gain Co frig Mills sail 

The guests were received by the 
Chancellor (Lord Iveagh), who was. accom- 
panied by Lady Iveagh, M.P. ; the Provost 
and the Board of the College. 

The Provost, who présided, welcomed 
the guests, and especially the representa- 
tives of the old aud modern universities 
who had done them the honour of coming 
to, Dublin for the celebrations... Referring 
to the illness of the King, the Provost 
said: “We meet at a time when a great 
shadow hangs over all our lives. Tet us 
hope that it will soon pass from us." 


MR. GWYNN’S ADDRESS. 

Mr.-Stephen-Gwynn said that he wished 
he could find that Galdsmith had learned 
in Trinity something that he afterwards 
remembered with pleasure and with profit. 
He learnt. here—Gcd. knows! He began 
the- school of life as he was to find it: 
he .made his apprenticeship to misery, 
contempt and disgrace.. And he (Mr. 
Gwynn) wished that be could find that. 
Goldsmith formed one lasting friendship ; 
but it was not surprising that none was 
to be found. seal i 

Having traced the early years of, Gold- 
smith, Mr. Gwynn said that at seventeen 
the poet came to Trinity asa sizar. ‘Trinity 
then held many students having’ Jarge. 
command of, money; Goldsmith was not 
only ugly and ill-dressed, but was stamped 
with a menial badge. He was the most 
sociable: of creatures, and his poverty cut 
him off from friendly imtercourse—if- he 
was noticed it was as a laughing stock. 

He was turned down in Trinity, and. 
in his bitterness of heart, ‘sold his books 
and ran. away with the object of gettiviz 
to America. But this split, as so many 
like projects split, on the rock of finance. 
He hung about in Dublin; he had spent 
all but. a shilling when he started as a 
tramp, and for the first time starved. 
Trinity was done with him, and he was 
done with Trinity, and the family pro- 
posed that he should take Orders, but 
after two years at Lissoy. he was rejected. 
Again: he thought of America and ‘ot ás 
far as Cork. - Afterwards he went to 
Edinburgh, and then began his period of 


wandering through Europe. | 
IRONY LAUGHTER. - 
Of: course, said Mr. Gwynn, the man 


was. impossible—eapecially about money. | 
He would give away anything to relieve 
distress—he woulde give away what did 
not belong to him. Mr. Gwynn quoted 
from the ‘ Citizen of the World,” as 
Goldsmith described himself, and said 
that in the passage they found what was 
the special chargcteristic of Goldsmith— 
a delicate irony scarcely to be so-called. a 
lovely irradiation cf laughter flooding 
hack over the words as fast as they were 
uttered. 
It would be cant to say that Gold- 
smith’s difficulties were all due to his 
charity.. He spent money. on clothes; he 
was pathetically eager? 4o please, particu- 
larly to please women. 
life hé was a borrower who often did not 
repay, and such a borrower.did ‘not easily 
retain his self-respect. Goldsmith found 
himself ‘constrained to many ‘courses 
which he could not have contemplated 
with satisfaction. He died at 45, but he 
kept his heart young. ‘ 
IN A PLIGHT. 
When Goldsmith came back to England 


lho was in a wan plight, failing in medi- 


cine, and he became an usher in a schook 
He got a nomination.to a medical 
inspectorship in India, and the ‘* Inquiry 
into the State of Polite Learning’ in 
Europe ” was Written to provide for his 
outfit, which, however, was vot needed, 
for he was struck off the list as unfit ; but 
the inquiry was published, and Goldsmith 
began fo be known asa name: -It was 
not “ The Vicar of Wakefield ”’ that made 
Goldsmith famous. Newberry, who bought 
the manuscript, thought so little of it 
that he did not print it till The 
Traveller.’ which also he bought (for 
£20). had taken the town by storm. 

After these two manuscripts had 
appeared and succeeded, Goldsmith was a 
made man. -—-He might have easily dis- 
covered for himself the #ecret of extending 
a success ad itnfiniiuin.; but, though he 
had to. wince under the words of Griffiths 
ior .paying . his .landlady's debts with 
money advanced to pay his own, he never 
for a moment lowered -the- flag .of his 
literary honour. He’ wrote to order for 
a. living:. he wrote as much to order 
as any man that ever lived; but in the 
work that was his own he took-no man's 
ordcr, and that is why. we have from. him 
masterpieces in several kinds. 

Goldsmith came to Dr. Johnson when 
he.was known as a struggling writer for 
magazines. No one looked to him for 
masterpieces, antl when the masterpiece 
came it was even. disparaged -by assocta- 
tion with its author. He was needy to 
the utmost; he had. to liye. by. his pen, 


literary standards. in opposition to the 
taste of the time. . Hé protested against 
the inflated style that had for some years 
been looked upon as fine writing. ~ “Let 
us.” said Goldsmith, ““instead of writing 
finely; try to write naturally.” -~. 
A PASSION FOR HOME. . 
Geldsmith was no ‘rationalist, continued 
Mr. Gwynn; he was a lover of mankind, 
a citizen of the world, with a passion for 
home and a Jove for Lissoy.. But after 
leaving it in his early years he never saw 
Lissoy again or the sod of Ireland--he 
who had described home with intensity of 
feeling never had a home, never had a 
child. It would have been a spóiled 
child; but how did Providence have the 
heart to deny Oliver Goldsmith the ‘chance 
to spoil a child of his own? 
Goldsmith was a publicist. Fven in his 
poems he was an advocate oí ideas. . He 
wrote, and the process which left England 
alone of European nations without a 
peasantry and opinion now ‘upheld 
Goldsmith. - He argued boldly against the 
laws of England which then made. death 
the penalty for petty thefts. .., ... 
Speaking of Goldsmith as a writer, Mr. 
Gwynn said. that the comedies were amply 
p...fied by their continued, existence. It 
was a little hard to judge Goldsmith 's 
poems; for, like “ Hamlet,” they were 
full of quotations. So iar as his prose 
was concerned, they could: never for an 
instant doubt what he meant. and yet 
he could again and again convey. more 
than he said. Eyery sentence was 
finished in form. Yet in every sentence 
they got not only the individuality of 
the voice, but its inflections. It was the 
perfection of English style at the best 
period, and for that reason it hardly 
seemed to-day to be old-fashioned.. ... . 
“The spirit of Goldsmith,” said- Mr. 
Gwynn, “is also in some measure the spirit 
of Treland—when Ireland is Christian; 
and, if I were to look for & prose of to- 
day where every sentence is sp h 
crystallised into living shapes, ¥ show! 
look in the works of James Stephens. The

contemporary was pugnacious, and he 
canie out of it, more aggressive than Gold- 
smith.

When the White Star liner Celtic went 
ashore at the entrance of Cork Harbour in 
the early hours of this morning, it was at

side to side, at the height of the fierce 
gale, for the space of about an hour, before 
she settled down on the rocks. It is now 
feared that the ship will become a total 
wreck.

A WILD GALE. 


The Celtic was due to arrive at Queens- 
-town at 2 o'clock this morning, but last 
night a strong south-westerly wind sprang 
up, and it was close on 5 o’clock when she 
reached the entrance to the harbour. 

The gale had increased in ferocity and 
strength, and the huge swell prevented 
the pilot from boarding the Celtic. To 
this fact, possibly, the accident may be 
attributed. At any rate, the Celtic missed 
the entrance to the port, and was forced 
on' a reef about one hundred and fifty 
}yards west oí Roche's Point, on the 
smaller of the two rocks known locally as 
the Gow and the Calf, which. are one 
hundred vards apart. The former towers 
high out of the water at low tide. 

As the majority intended to continue 
the voyage to Liyerpool, only a few pas- 
sengers were on deck when the crash 
occurred. Many of those who were still 
asleep were thrown out of their bunks. 


WAR SONGS. 


“ol the first alarm there was some confu- 
sion, but within a quarter of an hour 
alter the crash the passengers—mostly 
British and Irish returning home—joined 
songs—“ Tipperary,” “Pack up your 
troubles,’’ “ Good-Byee,’’ etc. 

Their confidence was increased by the 
coolness and bravery of the ship s officers, 
and all the passengers I met coming 
ashore were loud in their praise of the 
conduct of the officers and crew under the 
trying circumstances. 

The Celtic lies high and dry some thirty 
feet distant from a range of most exposed 
rocks known as the Cow and Calf Rocks, 
and lies broadside on to, and some three 
hundred yards from, the towering cliffs on 
which stands Roche’s Point Lighthouse. 

It is understood the vessel has been 
badly holed in the vicinity of the engine- 
room. 

It appears doubtful if the vessel can be 
floated without further assistance. The 
company’s marine experts and other 
officials are expected here to-morrow. 


CREW LANDED, 
The majority of the ship’s firemen and

CARETAKER DIES FROM

BELEAST, Monday. 


HE agitation to amend the London- 
derry Education Act has been 
renewed, and there is a prospect of further 
trouble for the Government. Complaints 
have repeatedly been made that clergymen 
have been virtually barred from the 
Regional Education Committees, and an 
endeavour is being made to have that 
remedied. No disqualification attaches 
to them; the local authorities simply do 
not appoint them. The Churches are now 
pressing for amendments and improve- 
ments in the present educational system 
and policy, in order that simple Scriptural 
instruction shall be given in all schools 
where it is desired by the parents or 
pupils; and furthermore that the bodies 
transferring schools or providing school 
buildings shall have geasonable representa- 
tion on the Borough and Regional duca- 
tion Committees and also on the govern- 
ing bodies of the training colleges. 

A joint committee representing the 
Church of Ireland dioceses in Northern 
Ireland has been appointed to deal with 
the question, and at its first meeting held 
during the week-end reports were received 
in which it was stated that “there is 
grave and urgent need for a comprehensive 
amendment of the Education Act of 
1923.” It was also pointed out that the 
existing system of giving almost complete 
control of educational administration to 
county councils and borough authorities 
was most unsatisfactory and should be 
amended. On the other hand, these bodies 
deprecate clerical interference in yublic 
institutions, and will have none of it. A 
pretty problem, therefore, arises for the 
Government to solve. 


CLERICAL REPRESENTATION. 


A meeting of the joint committee of the 
three principal Protestant Churches was 
also held, at which the situation in con 
nection with the administration of the Act 
was reviewed at length, and a deputation 
was appointed to wait upon the Minis2er 
of Education, and, if necessary, the Prime 
Minister, in order to ascertain the inten- 
tions of the Government in the light of 
““the grave position which has arisen.”’ 

One of the principal demands of the 
committee was voiced by Professor D. L. 
Savory, of Queen’s University, when he 
said that the time had arrived to amend 
the Education Act in such a way as to 
secure just representation for the Churches 
and of those who had knowledge and ex- 
perience of education in the past, and 
were ready to place taat experience at the 
disposal of the new regional committees 
from which they had been unaccountably 
eliminated to the grave detriment of 
education in Northern Ireland. That is a 
strange circumstance which has puzzled 
more people than Professor Savory. One 
Presbyterian minister, when he was 
removed from his regional committee, 
humorously predicted that its path would 
he strewn with split infinitives during the 
remainder of its existence, but, aíter all, 
the public representatives of the North 
include many men of culture and educa- 
tion. 


BATTLE FOR SUPREMACY. 


Many people believe that the Belfast 
Corporation is so deeply involved in a 
system of mismanagement that reform is 
hopeless, and that wise government can 
only be secured through the appointment 
of Commissioners. Notwithstanding all 
the troubles which have afflicted the 
municipality, very little improvement is 
apparent in the conduct of its affair., and 
the ‘‘ progressives’’ and the “ anti-pro- 
gressives’’ are still fighting the old battle 
for supremacy. The discussions in the 
Council Chamber frequently resolve them- 
selves into personal squabbles which 
detract from dignified procedure, and 
petty advantages rise above the interests 
of the city. Last week the Lord Mayor 
warned the people of the danger of allow- 
ing things to drift along in the old way, 
but, if the electors get the opportunity of 
voting for the right class of man, they will 
not hesitate to do so. If there is to be 
purity in elections, the political “ bosses ’’ 
who run the wards will have to mend 
their ways. 

At the 


last meeting of the Belfast 
of Trade attention was drawn 
to the evils of personation in the polling 
booths, it being stated that teh per cent. 
of the votes cast were illegal, with the 
result that undesirable representatives 
entered the Corporation and other public 
bodies. According to one speaker, the 
most elaborate arrangements are made for 
carrying out this fraud upon the com- 
munity, and women who make this gentle 
art a profession have been known to vote 
twenty, thirty and even fifty times on one 
day. The Government has been approached 
on the matter, to place the onus of prosecu- 
tion in such cases on the Crown; but the 
only reply given was that the existing law 
was sufficient to meet such cases. It is 
believed, however, that the Prime Minister 
has been misinformed regarding the facts, 
as otherwise he would take drastic action.

meeting of his constituents: during the 
week-end that it would not be a bad thing 
if the ratepayers came to the Council 
Chamber and told the Corporation either 
“to govern or else get out.” He had been 
against the appointment of Commissioners, 
he added ; but, unless things improved, he 
would not oppose them any longer. Com- 
menting upon the meetings of the Council, 
Mr. Shane said that scenes occurred which 
would disgrace any organisation, and he was 
not satisfied with the way in which things 
were going on at the present time. In 
this matter the worthy Councillor is only 
voicing the opinion of the great majority 
of the community. He was supported in 
his arguments by Councillor 8. Donald 
Cheyne, ex-High Sheriff, who declared that 
some members of the Corporation seemed 
determined to prevent anything in the way 
of reform, and mentioned that it had been 
impossible to carry out all the recom- 
mendations of the Collins report, as 
various members thought that they would 
interfere too much with the patronage 
system which had been so long in opera- 
tion. 

A new purifying force has, however, 
arisen in the city, and trouble lies ahead 
for those public representatives who place 
personal considerations before the welfare 
of the community. The joint committee 
appointed by several important com- 
mercial and industrial organisations has 
decided to make its influence felt, and 
under its searching analysis of qualifica- 
tions the standard of representation should 
improve. 


WIRELESS INSTALLATION WANTED 


The recent severe storms caused con- 
siderable damage, but, apart altogether 
from material injury. Northern Ireland 
was completely cut off from the outside 
world for some time through all tele- 
graphic and telephonic communications 
having broken down. This was a serious 
matter, and it is stated by the Chamber 
of Commerce that it resulted in much 
financial loss to the business community. 
There was also the uncertainty of what 
was happening across the Channel, and 
many people are apt to imagine all sorts 
of things in such circumstances. With a 
view to avoiding a repetition of interrup- 
tion in the normal services the Northern 
Government has been requested to approach 
the imperial authorities and impress upon 
them the importance of installing a 
supplementary wireless service between 
Belfast and various centres in Great 
Britain. 

The request seems to be reasonable 
enough, as it is a grievous matter that the 
province should be isolated: but it is 
questionable if it will be granted, and, as 
the Post Office is a reserved service. the 
Northern Government has no power to 
undertake such a work. The question, 
however, is of national importance, and 
should be considered from that point of 
It is interesting to note that the 
military authorities in. Belfast have a 
wireless installation through which they 
were able to keep in touch with England 
when all others were cut off, and one 
would imagine that a similar concession 
should be given to the civil population. 
Indeed, it has been suggested that the 
military installation should be placed at 
the disposal of the Post Office when oecca- 
sion requires; but probably Army regula- 
tions would not permit that to be done 
save in times of very great emergency. 


PROGRESS OF THE ARTS. 


For very many years Belfast was looked 
upon as a city with a very Jow standard 
in music and the fine arts generally, 
enlture being crushed into the background 
in the pursuit of commerce and industry. 
All that, happily, has now been changed. 
Throughout the length «nd breadth of the 
province the study of music, both vocal 
and instrumental, has made remarkable 
progress, due largely to the festival com- 
petitions which are held annually in all 
the principal towns of the Six Counties. 
While much has been said and written 
about these competitive organisations, very 
little notice has been taken of the North 
of Ireland Bands’ Association. which this 
year is celebrating its coming of age. 
Through its operations dozens of brass 
and flute bands all over the country have 
become highly efficient, and several of 
them have gained a wide reputation for 
the beauty of their playing. 

At a meeting of the Association during 
the week-end the Lord Mayor said that 
its members had been the means of culti- 
vating and encouraging a love of music 
which had brought joy and happiness to 
countless people in Ulster. In this con- 
nection the Corporation has done much 
to promote musical culture through its 
concerts and organ recitals, while in all 
the public parks new and up-to-date band. 
stands have been erected where loca] bands 
play during the summer months. At 
Bellevue, the city’s pleasure-grounds on 
the slopes of Cavehill, famous military 
and civil bands from across the water 
perform pericdically, attracting crowds of 
visitors to that picturesque rendezvous, 
In painting, too, the North is developing 
satisfactorily, and hopes to establish 
a Roval Academy of Painting all its own ; 
but there is a lamentable dearth of poets, 
unless in the spring-time, when the Muse 
seems to inspire most young people.
